I have asked for information about why the "dial zero for a live body" option doesn't work 
for all CISCO phones. I have had a draft of an email to all State employees sitting on 
my desk since I spoke with Mr. Hashagen, who called a Senate office today to say that 
he has called my office 65 times with no answer. 

Deputy Commissioner Kevin Brooks asked Mr. Hashagen for the numbers he's been 
calling with no answer. He produced one number at Fish and Game. Kevin called the 
number and in fact, it went to voice mail. Kevin then called the ASD for Fish and Game 
to alert him to the problem. 

We are working to resolve Mr. Hashagen's concerns. I want to send out an email that 
offers the best options as a reminder and not ones that don't always work (zero for a 
live body),

Good morning Governor Palin, 

I had a customer call me yesterday morning. His name is DaYe_Ha5DaaeiL and he lives in the Port 
Tongass Village Association near Ketchikan. His number is |Privileged or His address is P.O. Box 831 1 , 
Ketchikan, Alaska 99901. 1 promised him that I would emai you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administration with his complaint I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsible for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commissioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 

Here's the situation. The residents in his area no longer have (and lines since cell phones were deployed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a call needs to be made. 

His complaint is not being able to talk to a live person whenever he calls State of Alaska numbers during 
normal business hours (8:00am until 5:00pm). All he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message. He can't just sit in a skiff for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addition, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another live person. 
He added, "This is inefficient for the public and other government employees as well. We have advanced 
communication technology; but we have a breakdown in communication because State of Alaska 
employees use that technology not to answer their phones. It should be a given if a customer calls the 
state government, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to either. 
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1) goto the Information Operator when the customer pressed during the voice message they were 
listening to 

2) go to another employee in that section that you are calling when you press 

3) go to the Division receptionist when you press 

What I found by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice message: 

1 ) some went into a loop "insisting" you leave a voice message at the callee's voice mailbox 

2) some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roll to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and whether they 
are brand new to the State or have been with the state a long time, they need to be trained in their positions. Most 
employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. If s assumed they know how to use any type of 
phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise Technology Services Division provides the following 
site to assist in learning the current telephone system: 
htlp7^YW^tate,ak.us/local/akpa9es/ADMIN/infoA/olPphoneTrainjnq.ppt 

However, most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the site does not have the directions for State 
of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have included those directions below. Telephone 
etiquette is no longer a priority. I too encounter auto attendants and voice mails all day long due to the nature of 
my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive callbacks versus sitting in a skiff in 
the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know is even going to call me back. During my 20 
years as a State of Alaska employee, t have seen a serious decline in quality customer service. We seem to be 
making it harder for the public to perform business with the State. We don't want to have live contact anymore. It 
is assumed that everyone has a computer, and they know how to use it. I work with internal and external 
customers all day long, and that Is truly not the case. 

Lastly, I supervise the State's Information Operators. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls during their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup Is not available. I am always told, "I am so 
glad to be talking to a real person. Can you assist me in finding...?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find the division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers: 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup options) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (alternate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is currently programmed 

-select option 1 to change that number 

-enter the new 4-digit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones— 
this step will change to 'enter the new 7-dlgit number. . . ') 
-then press star/asterisk (*) to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that ate part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
within that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confirmation that I did send his complaint to the 
Governor's office and to the Department of Administration's Commissioner's office.

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I just received a phone call from Tony Brock with BP notifying me that the Pxudhoe Bay 
field is currently shut down. Deadhorse has had phase 2 and 3 weather conditions with a 
lot of snow. BP believes that an airline for the fuel gas system ruptured, which resulted 
in the power plant shutting down, and eventually the entire field (approximate time 12:30 
am today) . 



BP has currently re-established fuel to the power system and is in the process of starting 
the power plant now. Tony does not have any indication of how long it will take for 
everything to be back on-line but will provide me with an update and schedule this 
afternoon. 



Important notes - there were no injuries, BP does not believe there were any spills, and 
all equipment functioned properly, including emergency facilities. 



Let me know if I have forgotten anyone or if you have questions/want more information. I 
will send an update as soon as I hear back from Tony.

Good morning Governor Palin, 

I had a customer call me yesterday morning. His name is D ave Hashaqen. a nd he lives in the Port 
Tongass Village Association near Ketchikan. His number is [Privileged or F^tis address is P.O. Box 3311, 
Ketchikan, Alaska 99901. i promised him that I would emai you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administration with his complaint. I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsible for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commissioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 



Here's the situation. The residents irt his area no longer have land lines since cell phones were deployed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a call needs to be made. 

His complaint is not being able to talk to a live person whenever he calls Slate of Alaska numbers during 
normal business hours (8:00am until 5:00pm). All he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message. He can't just sit in a skiff for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addition, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another live person. 
He added, This is inefficient for the public and other government employees as well. We have advanced 
communication technology; but we have a breakdown in communication because State of Alaska 
employees use that technology not to answer their phones. It should be a given if a customer calls the 
state government, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to either: 

1) go to the Information Operator when the customer pressed during the voice message they 
were listening to 

2) go to another employee in that section that you are calling when you press 

3) go to the Division receptionist when you press 

What I found by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice 
message: 

1) some went into a loop "insisting* you leave a voice message at the callee's voice mailbox 
2} some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roll to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and 
whether they are brand new to the State or have been with the state a long time, they need to be trained 
in their positions. Most employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. It's assumed 
they know how to use any type of phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise 
Technology Services Division provides the following site to assist in learning the current telephone 
system: http://www.state.ak.us/local/akpaqes/ADMIN/infoA/olPDhoneTrainina.p pt 

However, most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the site does not have the directions 
for State of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have included those directions 
below. Telephone etiquette is no longer a priority. I too encounter auto attendants and voice mails all day 
long due to the nature of my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive 
callbacks versus sitting in a skiff in the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know 
is even going to call me back. During my 20 years as a State of Alaska employee, I have seen a serious 
decline in quality customer service. We seem to be making it harder for the public to perform business 
with the State. We don't want to have live contact anymore. It is assumed that everyone has a computer, 
and they know how to use it I work with internal and external customers all day long, and that is truly not 
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the case. 

Lastly, I supervise the State's Information Operators. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls during their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup is not available, I am always told, "I am so 
glad to be talking to a real person. Can you assist me in finding...?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find the division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers: 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup options) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (alternate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is currently programmed 

-select option 1 to change that number 

-enter the new 4-digit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones — 
this step will change to 'enter the new 7-digit number...') 
-then press star/asterisk (") to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that are part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
within that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confirmation that I did send his complaint to the 
Governor's office and to the Department of Administration's Commissioner's office.

Randy, 

I was pleased to read in the Juneau Empire this morning that Governor Palin is not in favor of 
starting the Juneau Access Road in the light of so many unanswered questions regarding its full 
costs. I did want to clarify one point, however. This past Tuesday, May 6, the Environmental 
Protection Agency received a draft Clean Water Act section 404 permit for the Juneau Access 
road from the Army Corps of Engineers. The EPA now has 15 days (until May 21) to review the 
permit and approve it, make additional recommendations, or, if EPA has serious issues with it, 
"elevate" the decision so that it will be decided at a future time at the Washington, D.C. level. 
The dispute resolution process can be read at http://vi^vw.epa.Qov/cwowAvetlanqls/reos/disDrnoa.html . 

In order to issue the section 404 permit, the Corps must determine that there are no less 
environmentally damaging practicable alternatives to the one DOT has proposed. It is unclear 
whether the Corps can defensibly reach that conclusion because there are other, practicable 
alternatives that would have fewer adverse effects. For example, the Department of 
Transportation (DOT) could reconfigure the existing ferry system for the Lynn Canal area to 
meet periods of high demand. Further, DOT could accomplish huge savings by operating a ferry 
from Yankee Cove, as Coeur Alaska currently does, rather than the Katzehin River Delta. 

In addition to the legal hurdles that the project still faces, DOT has yet to calculate realistic cost 
estimates. Specifically, DOT has not completed the geotechnical analysis for this project. Over 
a year ago, DOT terminated their contract with geotechnical consultant Golder and Associates 
for engineering analysis of the the most difficult 20-plus miles of the proposed road route. (I am 
attaching Golder's testimony to this effect before the Senate Transportation Committee hearing 
in February 2008.) Without this analysis, state and federal agencies cannot know the full costs or 
impacts of the project. In light of the fact that the terrain is as challenging and avalanche prone 
as the Snettisham area, it seems only prudent to have an accurate idea as to how much it will cost 
the State to build and maintain a road in the proposed corridor. 

Mayor Weinstein of Ketchikan suggested in a recent letter (attached) to Commissioner Von 
Scheben that this cancellation of the geotechnical analysis was a deliberate effort to conceal from 
the agencies and the public the true costs of this project 

Governor Palin has indicated that she is concerned about the costs associated with the project 
and wishes to take a fiscally conservative approach to these kinds of big projects. It would 
therefore make sense for DOT, during the months and perhaps years it takes to resolve the legal 
issues, to complete the geotechnical analysis for all areas of the proposed corridor and provide 
the State and people of Alaska with an accurate cost estimate. 

Should you or the Governor have questions regarding the EPA permit review process, Chris 
Meade is the local Juneau EPA contact at 586-7622. The decision to "elevate" the permit will be
